program here as a tax-sup- 
ported activity of the county 
is expected to be an issue when 
the Hempstead Quorum Court 
meets Monday.

Although the county has been with- 


out regularly-paid agents since 1928, 
tho issue is given prominence this 
year brcatiso of the introduction of 
a federal emergency agriculturist to 
aid farmers in carrying out federal 
crop programs. 


The 
federal 
agriculturist 
being 


merely a temporary appointment in 
counties without agents, a debate us 
expected in tho quorum court as to 
tho wisdom of appropriating SO per 
cent of his expense to keep him here 
permanently, on the regular county- 
agent basis.

In this connection the Department 


' 
of Agriculture released the follow- 
ing statement: 


"Supplying an emergency 


tural nssistant, wholly paid 


agricul- 


fed- 
. 
eral funds to cotton-growing counties 
that did not maintain county exten- 
sion agents, was a temporary emerg- 
ency expedient, due to the 
urgent 


need for immediate action. It was 
not intended as a permanent policy." 


The present federal agriculturist lo- 


cated in this county is Frank 'Stanley. 


Aside from the county-agent issue, 


not much business is expected to be 
transacted by the quorum court other 
than routine appropriations for courts 
and similar constitutional divisions.

WASHtNGTON-Here is the real 


story of what happened when Roose- 
velt made the speech forecasting the 
government's unprecedented jump in- 
to the gold market.

Roosevelt on monetary problems, was 
firmly against the Roosevelt-Warren 
scheme.

On Saturday, hearing that Warren 


had the inside track with Roosevelt, 
Douglas and Acheson had lined up 
with Rogers and the three wbrked late 
into the night on a report in opposi- 
tion to gold purchase.

ing another verbal barb at Henrj 
Ford, Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, NRA 
administrator, Tuesday night turned 
from his speech deploring Midwes 
farm strikes to threaten, if necessary 
to club "chiselers and gougers under 
the recovery act," with the adminis 
tration's big stick. 


Addressing a throng in the city aud- 


itorium in a second address of the 
first day of his swing through the 
farm discontent area, the NRA chief- 
tain advised "patience and support" so 
the president can "lick this ghastly 
farm disparity" and said: 


"Farm revolt may be useful but i 


is no part of wisdom to revolt agains 
our friends. Revolt is a proper step 
against enemies, tyranny and neg- 
lect. But what did you ever get from 
the gentlemen who arc now inciting 
you against the presidents program 
I'll tell you what you got, you got a 
condition verging on peonage. You 
got destitution and the road to ruin.' 


Before speaking on the farm situa- 


tion, pleading with the Midwest to 
"give the farm program a chance, it 
has just begun to bite," Johnson vig- 
orously defended the NRA. 


"Now the NRA comes in for some 


attack," he said. "And from whom? 
From chiselers, yes, and that attack 
we arc going to repel with all the 
forces at our command. 


"I was charged the other day with 


assuming tho airs of a dictator." He 
referred, obviously, to a statement is- 
sued at the Detroit plant of the. Ford 
Motor Company. 


"The charge," he declared, "hap- 


pened to come from a man who, in- 
trenched in what he regards as an 
impregnable 
economic position 
of 


wealth and power, has exercises the 
most ruthless economic dictatorship of 
our time. 


Pointing out the NRA has nothing 


directly to do with farm relief, John- 
son said this and other government 
relief agencies are moving fast. Re- 
plying to criticism of slowness where 
agriculture is concerned Johnson said 
"the president cannot wave a wand 
and turn a condition created by many 
years of governmental neglect into 
rosy prosperity in a year."

boiling water, flour. 


Trim fat from meat and ut into a 


frying pan over a low fire until fat 
it fried out. Remove crisp "crackl- ! 
ings." Cut the meat in small pieces ' 
and roll in flour. Brown with onion | 
cut in thin slices in the hot fat in 
the frying pan. Turn into a deep 
sauce pan or kettle. Pour boiling wat- ' 
er into frying pan and then pour 
over meat.

Steaming and then baking insure 


a thoroughly done, moist cake. Re- 
member that thorough cooking is im- 
perative If the cake is to keep indef- 
mately and the perfect fruit cake is 
moist and "plumy/' 


Money, time and work are ingred- 


ients of fruit cake as well as eggs and 
sugar, but the return is well worth 
while. If mining and baking facil- 
ities are limited, half the recipe can 
be used. And if time is precious, the 
citron, and lemon and orange peels 
can be purchased shredded and ready 
for use. The nuts can be bought all 
picked out ftnd (he raisins seeded. 


Thorough baking and the use of 


strong coffee Infusion or fruit juice 
in the place of milk will make a moist, 
delicious cake that will keep indefi- 
nitely. Brandy, which was supposed 
to be the preservative for fruit cake 
is not used In this recipe. Chocolate 
is added for richness and color but 
may be omitted if preferred. 


And now for the recipe! 


Rich Black Fruit Cake 


One cup butter, 1 cup lard or other 


shortening 1 cup light brown sugar, 10 i 
eggs, I cup molasses, 1 cup liquid 
(orange juice, sweet cider or grape 
juice), 4 cups flour, 1 teaspoon soda, 


1 tablespoon each powdered cinnamon 
and allspice, 2 teaspoons grated nut- 
meg, 1 teaspoon powdered cloves, % 
cuke bitter chocolate, 2 pounds seeded 
raisins, 1 pound seedless raisins, 1 
pound cleaned currants, 
% pound 


shredded citron, 1/3 pound candied 
cherries, 1/3 pound candied pineapple, 
V< pound candied lemon peel, Vt pound 
candied orange peel, 2^> cups blanched 
and shredded almonds, Z tablespoons 
vanilla, 1 teaspoon salt. 


Prepare fruit and almonds. If citron 


and peels must be sliced and minced, 
warm well before cutting. Cut cher- 
ries in halves and pineapple in thin 
slices. Mix prepared fruits and sift 
one cup of flour over them. Stir with 
a fork until thoroughly coated. Cream 
shortening and 
gradually 
beat in 


sugar. Sift in one cup of flour and 
beat hard. Add eggs well beaten and 
beat this mixture well. Add molasses, 
chocolate melted over hot water and 
the liquid. Mix thoroughly and add 
remaining flour mixed and sifted sev- 
eral times with spices and soda and 
salt. Add to batter 
with 
prepared 


fruit, nuts and vanilla and stir until 
smooth and perfectly blended. Turn 
into loaf cake pans lined with heavy 
parchment paper. Stretch and tine 
heavy waxed or parchment paper over 
;ach loaf of cake and steam three 
hours. 
Remove from steamer and 


jakc 45 minutes in a moderate oven. 


When cake is taken from the oven, 


place in a clean towel on a cake 
cooler. Pull cloth over pan to com- 
pletely cover it. Let 
stand 
fifteen 


ninutes and remove pan. Turn cake 
right side up and let stand until cold. 
Then wrap closely in heavy waxed' 
paper and store in a tight tin box un- 
til wanted. Allow at least three weeks 
for the cake to ripen before using.

Aims, But Challenges 


Its Methods 


EL DORADO, 
Ark.—Pointing out ) 


that methods of the NRA are frought \ 
with danger and that extension of the 
principles into a permanent program 
would lead to Communism, John E. 
Shatford, president of the Ouachita 
Valley^ Refining company, sounded a I 
warning against further government 
encroachment of business in an ad- 
dress before the Lions club Tuesday. 
-Elimination of competition through 
big companies going to the govern- 
ment for fixing of prices, driving out 
of ndependent business and a national- 
•jzed industry, with its threat of a 
state of warfare, were cited by Mr. 
Shatford as some of the dangers that 
might be expected with a permanent 
NRA in the United Slates. 


Mr. Shatford coupled 
his warning 


with a declaration that he was not op- 
posed to the NRA. He stated: 


» 
"I am not against the NRA. I am 


for anything that will create a revival 
ct business. Neither am I a pessimist. 
The NRA was not necessary. Business 
was already on the upgrade and busi- 
nes will recover with or without the 
NRA. The NRA has put hope into the 
hearts of thousands of people and this 
is a valuable thing. The NRA should 
be supported to practical limits." 


Opening his address with reference 


to the signing of the 
Armistice 15 


years ago. Mr. Shatford said "if the 
objective of the World wor was to 
make the world safe for Democracy, 
then the war was a failure" and con- 
cluded with the declaration: 


"I believe communism is coming to 


the world at large. Business going to 
the government is mortgaging the 
soclttl scheme of tomorrow for the sake 
of today," 


Mr. Shatford said forces for social 


reform are at work in this country 
and all over the 
world. He stated 


these forces are easy to recognize, but 
difficult to understand. He declared 
it was u matter of regret that con- 
gress abdicated its functions in the 
face of dificult problems and put the 
burden of responsibility on one man. 


"Fortunately the man to whom this 


power was given was a man of our 
own choosing," Mr. 
Shatford said. 


"His honesty, sincerity and high pur- 
pose cannot be questioned. He seeks 
a condition of happiness in this coun- 
try in contrast with the foreign dic- 
tatorships. We do not need a depar- 
ture as far as NRA aims are concern- 
ed. Any departure must be as to 
methods.''

The first section of the Twenty-first 


amendment leaves to the states the 
immediate question of what to do 
about saloons and whether to permit 
their reopening. After declaring the 
Eighteenth amendment repealed, it 
forbade movement of liquor into a 
dry state. 


Justice Department officials said that 


whether an enforcing law would be 
written around the latter section de- 
pends upon congress, but that three 
old laws covering the question still 
are on the statute books. 


They are the Wilson package law, 


regulating interstate movement of par- 
cels; the Webb-Kenyon law, forbid- 
ding transportation of liquor into dry 
states; anci the Reed law. The latter 
primarily covers mails and advertis- 
ing, barring 
liquor advertisements 


from publications entering dry states. 


A volumnious report on taxation, 


importation, and protecting dry states 
has been sent to the president by a 
special committee set up weeks ago. 


Until Congress acts, the tax will bu 


at the rate of $1.10 a gallon for whis- 
kies, gins and brandies, $5 a barrel on 
3.2 beer and i>6 for stronger beer. A 
varying schedule will apply to wines 
and liquors and beverage compounds 
such as cordials. 


Tho administration was expected to 


recommend a later levy of from $2 to 
$3 a gallon, with u possibility that im- 
port taxes on foreign beverages alsu 
might be boosted.

He 
referred several cases to the penal 
board Tuesday nnd in at least two in- 
stances recommended that paroles be 
granted, if the prisoners can qualify 
under parole regulations.

Sibeck was convicted in Janu- 
ary, 1932, nnd began serving n ycur's
